| '© as moche as bycredyble meanes it hath bene declared to the kynges 1 4 eſe, that the 
frenche kynge, omictynge the duetie and office of a good ch;iten p:ynce ( whiche is moche 4 
nted) hath not onely by a longe time and ſeaſon ayded the great Turke, common ennempeto 
chziſtendome, and alſo by ſund;y wayes and meanes encouraged pzocured and incited , and dayly 
——— to artayſe and aſſemble greate armies and fo. ces of warre, to enter and . 

came, whiche daply the ſayde Turke attemptcth and putteth in execution, to the great trouble perturbation und 
moleſtation of all good chziſten pzinces and their ſubtertes, and to the petyll and daunget of the ſtate of 
religidn, and imminent deſtruction of the vniucrſall weale and quiet of all ch;ttendom, ił good and godly kytig 
and p. inces, with the apde and aſſiſtaunce of all chziſten people, ſhoulde no: ſpedily pꝛouyde foz the defence and 
reliefe of the ſame: But allo the ſayde frenche kynge , koꝛgettynge the greatte kyndnes gracuitie and many- 
folde benefittes, exhibited and myniſtred to hym by the kynges mooſte royall maieſtte our ſoucraygnelozde, by 
ſund;y wapes and meanes in his great and extreme neceſſities , hath by a longe ſeaſon vakyndly withholden and 
withdzawen from the kynges hyghnes his yerely pention, contrary to his leage othe and pzompſe made fo; the 
ſame, The arrerages wherof, beſidesthe perpetuall payment amounteth to greate ſummes ot money. Ind al⸗ 
though the kinges molt royal maieſtie hath ben by a longe tyme in good hope and truſt, that the ſaid frenche kyng, 
with gentle andfrendly admonitions (whiche hath not lacked) wolde not onely haue deſiũted from intelligence 
with the ſapde Turke: but alſo payed and ſatyſfied the ſayde pencion. Yet ncuertheleſſe his hyghnes nowe per- 


cepuing, that the layde frenche kyng wyll not be induced by any gentle meanes, to honeſtte and reaſon, but ſtyll ET 


perciſte and be obſtinace againſt his leage fydelttie othe and honour, mol ſpectally couſideryng the common cauſe = 
of chzt2endom, and ner: wapeng his mateſties tu! tytie to the crowne of Fraunce and orher Dukedomes and do- 
minions vntuſtly withholden by the ſalde frenche kynge, foz recompence whereof the layde pencion was graun- 
ted: Hath therkoze entred into a moo ft chzilten and ſtrapte leage and amitie with his good bzother and perpetual a- 
lie the Emperours mateſtie, who topntly together, as well fo; the cauſes afozeſapde , as fo; other good groundes 
and occaſions towchyng feir pyuate alfares,haue intimate warre to the ſame frenche kyng, he fyzſt refuſpng to 
recetue thetr harroldes ,whiche were ſent to him to offer honorable and reaſonable conditions of peace, whiche con- 
dittons haue allo bene declared to the frenche kynges ambaſſadour here reſident , and no conuenyent no; reaſona-. 
ble aunlwere made to the lame : by reaſon wherof the Emperour and kynges maieſtyes , beinge alluredly knytte 
and conſtantly toyned rogyther, intende ioyntly to pzocede in the warres agatnſt the ſayde frenche kynge, and nes 
| Uertocealſethe ſame, vntyll he ſhall be enfozced,not onely to deſyſte from the Turke and all his factions, but allo 

yelde and render to tythet of them, all fuche ryghtes thynges and recoinpences, as to honour reaſon honeſtic and 
equitie ſhall appetteyne. wherfoze lyke as the kynges maleſtte our ſouetaigne loꝛd hath thought mete, to notifie 
the pzemyſes bnto al and ſingular his moſt loupng and obedient ſubtectes: Do his hyghnes by vertueof this his 
mateſties pzoclamatton,doth declare the larde frenche kyng, to be his highnes ennemte, yeuing licence and aucto· 
ritie to tutty of his ſayde ii to vle the ſapd frenche kyng , and all thole whiche depende vpon him, to their 
mooſte aduauntage and commodities his maieſie ennemies, as hath in OI calc heretofo;e bene vied 
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
